The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 1-6 is the 
inclusion therein of the combination of "a hollow elongated conductive enclosure" and "a 
flexible electrical conductor having an exposed electrically conductive surface within the 
enclosure making electrical contact with the enclosure interior in a plurality of randomly 
distributed regions along the length of the enclosure" in combination with the other claim 
limitations.
